eat Catastrophe Follows an 
Explosion in Cambria Plant 
al Johnstown, 


FOURTEEN MEN DEAD; 
TWENTY-FIVE INJURED 


Eome of the Victims Were Penned 
Down by Debris and Burned to 
Death—The Men Were Chat- 
ting Socially When Ex- 
plosion Occurred. 


Johnstown, Pa., January 2!1.~An im- 
mense steam pipe directly over the en- 
gine in the boiler room of No. 2 mill, of 
the Cambria Steel Company, exploded at 
about 1:30 this morning, bringing down 
the whole section of roof running from the 
puddling mill to the finishing shed of 
the mill. The woodwork at once took 
fire from the furnaces, and at this time 
is burning fiercely. 

It is known that, at least, two or three 
men are under the debris, and it ig not 
believed that they can be be rescued in 
time to save their lives. 

Aibout fifteen men have been taken out 
and have been either sent to the hospital, 
or are lying on improvised cots in of- 
fices nearby. It is impossible at present 
to learn the extent of their injuries, 
but it is known that several are.in a 
critical condition. 

Added to the fire and explosion dis- 
aster, @ large water pipe burst and is 
flooding the ground about the scene of 
the accident. One man caught jn the 
debris is in plain signt, ..t cannot he 
rescued owing to the intensity of the 
heat. It is probably that not one of the 
men penned in can escape death, either 
by drowning or fire. The accident ce- 
curred between a turn and a great many 
men were seated “in “the “mill. ae 5 

At 2:40 a. m. the humer of dead is 
numbered at from twelve to fourteen 
men. The injured will number twenty- 
five or more, many of whom are terribly 
scalded and cannot live. Two bodics 
have been recovered. The injurel are 
belng hurried as rapidly as possible to 
hospitals. 

Three Million Lost by Fire. 

Shelby, Ohio, January 20.—The United 
States Steel Corporation sustained an 
indefinite logs by fire late tonight at the 
plant of the Shelby Steel Tube Company. 
The fire started in one of the smaller 
stock rooms from a defective electric 
wire and spread to the larger stock rooms 
completely destroying all of them. The 
product of the entire plant for the past 
six months was destroved withinn an 
hour, consisting of 800.000 tons, making 


in al] 25,000,000 feet of finished product, 
and valued at $3,000,000.

He Left Everything He Had to 
“Darling Wife.’’ 

St. Louis, January 20.—-The will of the 
late James L. Blair, former general coun- 
se] of the Louisiana Purchase Fixnosition 
Company. who died in Fusti!s. Fia., last 
week, wae filed for prohate this after- 
noon. It is a ver: short document writ- 
ten In Blair's own hind. on one side of 
an ordinary page of typewritinge paver. 
The will was made June 30, 1899. The 
first clause nrovides for the payment of 
funeral expenses and all debts as spee4- 
ily as possible. 

In making a bequest of the residue of 
the estate to his wife, Apnoline Blatr, 
Mr. Biair refers to her as “my darling 
wife,"’ and leaves to her all the rest of 
his estate, absolutely clear and free of 
any restrictions, the will stating that he 
has perfect confidence that she will prop- 
erly care for Percy and Francis, the two 
sons. 

Attorney J. F. Lee is named as sole 
executor, without bond, in case of whose 
death his brother, William H. Lee, is t9 
be appointed.

WAR CLOUDS VANISH 


At All the Capitals of the 
World an Optimistic Feel- 
ing Prevails 


RUSSIA NEARLY READY 
TO GRANT JAP DEMANDS 


Czar, However, Waits To Back Down 
as Gracefully as Possible. 
France Has Declined To 
Give Any Aid to 
Russia.

Washington, January 28.—(Special.)— 
For the first time in weeks Secretary Hay 
has become hopeful that peace will be the 
outcome of the negotiations between Rus- 
sia and Japan. He bases his hopes upon 
the indications that the peace purty is 
in the ascendant at St. Petersburg. He 
thinks Witte and Lamsdorff have again 
become most influential with the czar, 
displacing Brezobrazoff and Alexieff, and 
in this change he sees hope that Russia 
will practically come to Japan's terms. 
He places his hopes. principally upon 
Witte, whom he regards not only the best 
posted, but the safest of the czar’s 4ad- 
visers, and who is strongly for peace. 

This more hopeful view on the part of 
the secretary of state is regarded highly 
significant here, as up to the present time 
he has believed there was no peace in 
sight, even after the peace talk of the 
ezar himself. It is assumed that his 
latest advices from St. Petersburg have 
led him to put greater faith in the prom- 
ises of peace, showing that the Witte- 
Lamsdorff influence is in the ascendant. 
That he should feel able to leave Wash- 
ington at this time is taken as evidence 
of his belief that there is no crisis imme- 
diately in sight, and that the trend is 
toward peace. 

In the absence of further advices from 
Seoul, the state department officials be- 
lieve conditions are growing better at the 
Korean capital. I learn that no further 
steps are now being taken to press for 
the opening of Wiju, Secretary Hay be- 
lieving that the proper moment for such 
a step has not yet arrived. 


RUSSIA WANTS TO YIELD, | 
BUT SEEKS TO SAVE FACE 


reception at the foreign office today was 
attended by almost all the ambassadors 
and ministers in London, including the 
American, Russfan, Japanese, German 
and French representatives. At the end 
of the reception the Associated Press was 
informed that the situation looked, per- 
haps, more hopeful, but as the Russian 
reply aparently is not yet drafted, no 
definite statement could safely be made, 

The foreign office hag reason tno be- 
lieve, however, that Russia is willing to 
concede practically all of Japan's de- 
mands, but that she cannot see her way 
to make’a treaty with Japan, recognizing 
in black and white China's sovereignty 
over Manchuria. Russia has approached 
Great Britain to urge Japan to forego 
this stipulation and to accept in lieu 
thereof the assurance to the same end 
already given to the other powers. It is

ally. For the moment the = situation 
rests there. 

Whether or not Japan wil! insist to the 
bitter end on A treaty recognizing Chi- 
nese sovereignty over Manchuria, the for- 
eign office does not know. It thinks that 
Japanese themselves will not decide until 
after the delivery of the Russian reply, 
which is scarcely expected till next week.

UNITED STATES PLAYING 
STRONG HAND IN THE EAST 

Paris, January 20.—The Temps 
evening published a leading article on the 
increasing importance of the role of the 
United States in the Japanese-Russian 
situation. It reflects the growing French 
sentiment, which to some extent, is shared 
in government quarters, and says: 

“It cannot be disguised that the apnpear- 
ance of the United States on the scene 
is calculated to encourage Japan."’ 

Continuing, The Temps reviews the 
early friendship between Russia and the 
United States and the alleged recent grad- 
ual estrangement which is attributed to 
the ratification of the commercial treaty 
between China and the United States, and 
declares that this may be according to 
the view taken at Washington and St. 
Petersburg, either the final point of de- 
parture for new complications or the hap- 
py conclusion of misunderstandings.’’ 

The paper adds: 

“It depends much upon the wisdom and 
pacific spirit of President Roosevelt in 
exerting upon the crisis his conciliatory 
influence at Tokio, as it is hoped Great 
Britain has done already, and as it Its 
believed France is not neglecting to do 
so at St. Petersburg.” 


IN A DILEMMA, RUSSIA 
ASKS FRANCE FOR ADVICE 


Paris, January 20.—Although no official 
authority is obtainable for the statement 
there ig strong reason to believe that 
communications are now being exchanged 
between Japan and Russia concerning the 
position Russia will finally adopt in re- 
sponse to the last Japanese note. Long 
conferences between Foreign Minister 
Delcasse and M. Nelidoff, the Russian 
ambassador, are being held almost daily. 
It is expected that the exchanges of 
views will bring about the following re- 
sults: 

First. Russia, appreciating the decisive 
nature of the issues presented In Japan’: 
last note, desfres to secure the advice of 
her nearest political friend; and, 

Second. France wishes to exercise her 
influence to prevent a war In which she 
might become embroiled.

Paterson, N. J., January 20.—Mrs. Ar- 
thur Oswald was arrested today on the 
charge of murdering her eight-year-old 
Son at her home in Oakland. She is be- 
Heved to be insane. 

The tragedy was discovered by the 
woman's husband when he returned 
home late last night. As he entered the 
dining room he was horrified to see the 
headless body of his 8-year-old son ly- 
ing on the floor. The head lay near the 
boy’s feet. Nearby lay the body of 
his pet dog, which also had been be- 
headed. 

Oswald found his wife lying in 
with her young baby in her arms. She 
was singing softly to the infant. Near 
the bed her two other children lay sleep- 
ing in a crib. The woman did not recog- 
nize her husband nor seem to under- 
stand what was said to her.

New York. January 20.—Mrs. Louisa 
Elion, 28 vears old,.of East Sixty-fourth 
street, was found mortally injured by a 
pistol shot wound at her home today. Her 
two children, Annie, 8 years old, and Ro- 
sie, 7 years, were found dead, having 
been killed by pistol stot Wounds in the 
abdomen.

It is supposed that Mrs. Elion killed 
her children last night and shot herself,

was not fatal, she shot herself again to- 
day. 


COUPLES DOWIE 
AND ROOSEVELT 


Patterson Resumes Attack on 
‘President's Panama Policy, 


Colorado Senator Says President 
Must Be in State of Mental Ex- 
altation Like Mahomet, Joe 
Smith and Dowie—Platt 
Replies. 


Washington, January 20.—Mr. Patter- 
son today completed and Mr. Platt, of 
Connecticut, began a speech on the Pan- 
ama canal question. 

Mr. Patterson declared that the pres- 
ident was largely responsible for the re- 
volt in Panama and announced his de- 
cided preference for the Nicaraguan 
route. Mr. Platt took this pronounce- 
ment for Nicaragua as the text of his 
remarks, saying it explained the mystery 
of the otherwise unexplainable opposition 
on the part of the democratic senators 
of the Panama treaty. At the béegin- 
ning of its session the senate took up the 
resolution for the addition of a clerk in 
the senate postoffice. Mr. Hale object- 
ed to immediate consideration, saying 
tha¢ too many increases were being made 
in the clerical forces of the senate. At 
Mr. Hale’s request the résolution went 
over. 

Mr. Cullom pTfesented a number of pe- 
titions for a service pension bill, saying 
that he had received such petitions from 
almost every Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic post in Illinois and that he hoped they 
would have the attention of the senate. 

Mr. Patterson then. continued his ad- 
dress on the Panama canal question. 

Mr. Patterson undertook to show that 
President Roosevelt's claim that his 
course in Panama was in the line with 
policies of the preceding administration 
was unfounded. 

Referring to the president's declara- 
tion that what had been done in Panama 
had been done as the candidate of civili- 
zation, Mr. Patterson quoted with ap- 
proval a statement by Mr. Spooner to the 
effect that that was a new phase, adding: 

‘That was a new phase apd the man 
who penned it must have beén in a state 
of mental exaltation at the time as oth- 
ers have been on Other occasions. Ma- 
homet, Joe Smith and Dowle have moved 
in such exalted spheres that they imag- 
ined themselves as very vicegerents of 
the Almighty, and it may be that the 
president moves in the same sphere.” 


The President Arraigned. 

Mr. Patterson entered into an argu- 
ment to demonstrate that Colombia had 
acted in good faith in rejecting the Hay- 
Herran treaty. He said that Colombia 
had a perfect right to reject the treaty 
and declared that its rejection could be 


j “traced_to the deliberate threats of the 


United States.’ 

He arraigned the president for failing 
to carry the Spooner law into effect, and 
he declared that the president had bold- 
ly announced his intention to steal Pan- 
ama or take it by sheer force. 

Mr. Patterson referred to the portion 
of the president’s message of January 4, 
in which he stated that it had been. the 
intention if Colombla did not accept our 
terms to submit to congress ‘‘the pro- 
priety of a direct arrangement with Pan- 
ama, or take up other steps that might 
be needed in order to begin the canal en- 
terprise,”’ 

“Such a proposition,’’.Mr. Patterson de- 
clared, ‘‘would have been an insult to 
the dignity and honesty of congress.” 
He repeated the charge that the presi- 
dent's mind was known in Panama and 
asserted that his course was ‘“‘pure cold- 
blooded participation with the rebels.’’ 

Mr. Patterson having quoted cértain 
newspaper reports, Mr. Aldrich inter- 
rupted that the statements were unau- 
thorized newspaper reports. 

Mr. Patterson replied that he had ob- 
served that certain newspaper reports 
concerning the affairs of the adminis- 
tration are promptly contradicted. AS 
an instance, he cited the denial of the 
report that the president had said, con- 
cerning a certain attitude toward the 
presidential nomination, that he would 
cither have to “fish or cut bait.’’ 

Mr. Patterson asserted that Mr. Bunau- 
Varilla had come to Washington to lobby 
the canal measure through for the Pan- 
ama Canal Company and declared that 
Mr. Bunan-Vari'le had not even been in 
Panama since 1/886. 

He charged that the effort to displace 
the Nicaraeva canal with the Panama 
canal was in the interest of those who 
want no canal at all. and at the worst 
fene which would give the least compe- 
tition to the transcontinental railroads. 
He believed the Nicaragua canal could 
he completed in fifteen years’ less time 
than the Panama canal. He therefore 
would vote against the ratification of the 
treaty. 

Piatt Defends Roosevelt. 

Mr. Patterson was followed by Mr. 
Platt, of Connecticut. who said the as- 
saults on the president had been a mys- 
tery to him. Often these atta@ks had 
been in decent English, but some of them 
had been brutal. Mr. Patterson's speech, 
however, had relieved the attacks of their 
mystery, for he and Mr. Carmack had 
shown that the purpose was to force the 
construction of the canal via the Nica- 
ragua route rather than the Panama 
route, the former ng the route of the 
democratic part Mr. Platt declared 
that the democrats lost sight of the fact 
that Panama's independence was an es- 
tablished fact recognized not only by the 
United States, but by all the great na- 
tions of the earth, and if we had violated 
international law, so had Great Britain, 
Germany and France. 

He invited Mr. Patterson to introduce 
a resolution directing the president to 
withdraw our ships from isthmiam wa- 
ters. He did not believe any senator would 
invite such a question. ° 

Going further Mr. Patterson thought 
that we should assist Colombia in again 
securing control of Panama. He spoke 
of the United States as the trustee of 
the commercial nations of the world and 
the agent of civilization’s effort to se- 
cure an isthmian canal.

Method of Procedure in Compelling 
Laborers To Waive Their Ex-. 
emption from Garnishment 
Must Be Changed Un- 
der New Ruling. 


Judge J. H, Lumpkin, of: the superior 


court, yesterday handed down-an opinion | 
‘that is regarded in legal circles as a stiff: 
blow to money lenders,.on whom ~the: 


Fulton county grand jury has been wag- 
ing @ crusade for several months past. 

The Opinion is baged on a case appealed 
from an Atlanta justice court. and in it 
Judge Lumpkin holds that a laborer has 
no legal right to waive his exemption 
from the garnishment laws of the state 
of Georgia. The state law provides that 
all day laborers shall be exempt from 
garnishment, and under a decision of 
Judge Lumpkin, no laborer has the au- 
thority to sign an agreement waiving 
this exemption in favor of a money 
lender or any one else. 

The effect of the decision, lawyers de- 
clare, will be far reaching. It means 
the taking from money Ienders the power 
of subjecting the wages of a laborer to 
garnishment. It is understood that the 
practice is in vogue in Atlanta of having 
laborers who borrow money to sign an 
agreement assigning their salary to the 
money lender, and also waiving their 
exemption from garnishment, and the 
opinion of Judge Lumpkin is a direct 
knock-ou blow to this method of pro- 
cedure. 

Case of Peter Mills. 

The case on which the opinion is found- 
ed was brought by Charles Colyer against 
Peter Mills, in the court of Justice of the 
Peace Bloodworth. Mills weg an employee 
of the Southern Railway Company, and 
in 1900 borrowed the sum of $12 from 
Colyer, assigning his salary to Colyer 
and signing an agreement waiving his ex- 
emption from garnishment on his salary 
for the 2 onths of the years 190! and 
1902. 

Mills, f*e some reason, failed to make 
payment on the note, and a suit was in- 


etituted and summons of garnishment’ 


taken out. Mills claimed that his wages 
were exqypt from the garnishment, as 
he was a day laborer, and that his agree- 
ment to walve such exemption was in- 
valid. Colyer, on the other hand, con- 
tended that the waiver was, perfectly 
legal and of force. , 

The case was tried before a jury in 
Judge Bloodworth’s court and a verdict 
rendered in favor of Colyer, the waiver 
being sustained. The case was then ap- 
pealed, by certiorari, to the superior court 
and was heard before Judge Lumpkin. 
After carefully deliberating on the ques- 
tions involved, Judge Lumpkin yesterday 
handed down his opinion, reversing the 
verdict of the justice court. It is expect- 
ed that the case will be appealed to the 
supreme court, and if it should be, the 
decision of that tribunal will be watched 

ch interest. 
ince Lumpkin held that the main 
question at issue in the case is whether 
@ day laborer has the right to waive 
his exemption from garnishment. He 
held that such an exemption is contrary 
to the law of the state, and that it is 
against the morals and public policy of 
the state. He cited numbers of author- 
{ties, both from the decisions of the Geor- 
gia supreme court and from the supreme 
courts of other states, to sustain his po- 
sition and to demonstrate that the waiv- 
ing of an exemption from garnishment

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SHIP SUBSIDY - 
TO CAUSE FIGHT 


Reports for and Against 
Are Filed in the 
House. 


Washington, January 20.—In his report 
to*the house filled today in favor of the 
bill authorizing a commission to consid- 
er the question of ship. subsidy, Repre- 
sentative Grosvenor, chairman of the 
committee on merchant marine and fish- 
eries, says: 

“We fidtter ourselves, justly, that we 
are a leading nation in all that makes a 
nation great, and yet we are a subserv- 
ient nation and a helpless nation in one 
‘Of-the great factors of national wealth 
and independence. Other. nations carry 
our products to’'the markets of the 
world.” 

General Grosvenor states that of al- 
most a billion dollars worth of exports 
to Europe during the fiscal year 1902, 
but 1! 3-4 per cent was carried In 
American vessels, the balance being 
carried in ships of foreign countries. 
Of nearly five hundred million dollars 
of imports during that year American 
ships carried but thirty million dollars 
worth. 

For the carrying of that trade, says 
General Grosvenor, we paid $200,000,000, 
which amount, he maintains, should 
have gone into the pockets of Ameri- 
cans. 

The minority members 
mittee have designated 
Lucking, of Michigan, to present their 
views on the subject. These will contain 
the following reasons why the bili should 
not pass: 

‘We are utterly opposed to ship boun- 
ties and have reason to believe that the 
adoption of such a policy is the real aim 
of the bill.

France, it is sald that the Russian for- 
eign minister, Count Lamsdorff has a 
high regard for M. Deleasse’s prudence 
in the difficult situation. 

One of the most prominent diplomats 
said today that Count Lamsdorff's task 
in answering the Japanese note is one 
of the most difficult he ever observed, 
owing to Russia's dilemma, due to her 
determinations firmly to maintain her 
position and at the same time comply 
with the czar’s desire for peace. 

Concerning the specific character of M. 
Delcasse’s advice the only guide is the 
note of 1902 which is being discussed in 
the efforts to determine its bearing on 
the present situation. The text of the 
document refers to the purpose of the 
two gcvernments to safegiard the in- 
tegrity of China and cpprove the principle 
that China and® Kurea shall rémain open 
to the commerce and industry of all no- 
tions. This course is 2onstrued here as 
restricted to the eighteen provinces of old 
China and as not applying to Manchuria, 
and other parts of the Chinese empire 
outside of old China. 


FRANCE HAS DECLINED , 
TO GIVE RUSSIA ANY AID 
Berlin, January 20.—The German gov- 
ernment has betome privy to the fact 
that France declines to give Russia any 
assurances of armed help should war 
become the outcome of the Russian- 
Japan troubles, even should Great Britain 
aid Japan. It is understood here that 
Russia asked France to define her posi- 
tion In the contingency of Great Britain 
actively participating in a Japanese at- 
tack on Russia and that the French gov- 
ernment replled that France must Tfre- 
main militarily neutral as the Russian- 
French alliance was quite separate on the 
question now pending. Resolution of 
France, it is believed here, deeply af- 
fects not only the situation between Rus- 
sia and Japan, but the Franco-Russian 
alliance. 


NEWSPAPERS OF RUSSIA 7 
ATTACK UNITED STATES 

St. Petersburg, January 20.—The -at- 
tacks on Japan in the Russian press are 
ceasing. The newspapers print prominent- 
ly reports to the effect that the acute 
phase is passing and they continue. to 
assert that mediation is unnecessary. 

A confusion of Olongamp9) in Subig bay 
near Manila with Yongampo, on the Yalu 
river, has led the Russian press into a 
cufious attack on the United States. The 
statement that Rear Admiral Evans’ 
squadron was to proceed to Olongampo 
was either garbled in transmission or 
misunderstood, for it wags reported here 
that the destination of the American 
ships was at Yongampho. This error was 
made the basis of an attack.on the mo- 
tives of the United States by The Novoe 
Vremya and Listok, both papers pre- 
tending to see in this move the entrance 
of the United States into the quarrel. 
The Nevoe Vremya remarks: 

“At least America will be an open 
enemy, which is preferable to a secret 
one.’’

Tennessee Representatives Qp- 
pose Plan for University 


Presbyterian Conference Divides Into 
Two Committees, One Represent- 
ing Clarksville University 
and the Other Colum- 
bia Seminary. 


The first note of opposition to the re 
moval of the two Presbyterian seminaries 
to Atlanta and the establishment here of 
a Presbyterian university, which would 
be strengthened by the generous sum of 
$250,000, which the citizens of Atlanta 
have offcred to those in charge of the 
project, was sounded yesterday morning 
in speeches délivered by Tennessee repre- 
sentatives. 

The synod of Tennessee refused to send 
representatives to Atlanta to join in the 
conferénce of the synods, which meet 
here to discuss the university project, buf 
appointed three representatives to come 
to this city, appear before the conterenco 
and lay before it the Tennessee side of 
the question. ' 

Immediately after the meeting was 
called to order the representatives of 
Tennessee were given a chance to present 
their side of the question The sum of 
their remarks was that the removal of 
the Southwestern Presbyterian university 
was both illegal and immoral, since at 
the time of the establishment of the uni- 
versity at Clarksville in return for aid 
given it Was promised that the iastitu- 
tion should remain in Clarksville  for- 
ever. As Dr. Anderson, who was ap- 
pointed one of the delegates, had not ar- 
rived, Dr. J. H. Lacy, of Clarksville, and 
Major G. W. McCrae, of Memphis, made 
addresses on the subject. 


Major McCrae’s Address. 

Major G. W. McCrae made a strong 
address on the subject. He said he want- 
ed the church to work out its own des- 
tiny in regard to these two institutions. 
and that he doubted whether any good 
.would come from the uniting of the two 
into off. 

“The scheme for removal] is impracti- 
cable,”* said he. 

He went on to show that the establish- 
ment of a big university is a matter of 
time,.and that its growth is a slow 
process. 

“It could not cope,” said he, ‘‘with the 
big universities of the north, and it is 
doubtful whether you would prefer to 
send your sons to Atlanta rather than to 
Chicago or other big universities.” 

‘“‘He stated further that the corps of 
teachers at the Southwestern university 
was equal] to that which could be secured 
by the Atlanta university, and expressed 
his belief that the contention in regard 
to this university would bring about 
hard feeling and would lessen the number 
of students who would attend the college. 

After the conclusion of these two 
speeches a motion was made by Hon. W. 
S. Stevenson, of South CarSlina, that the 
conference separate into two divisions, 
one composed of the commissioners repre- 
senting the synods that control the 
Southwestern university and the other of 
those commissioners from -the synods 
controlling Columbia Theological sem- 
inary. 

This question was discussed at length, 
arguments being brought up on both 
sides. It was argued that the minds of 
the commissioners would be prejudiced in 
favor of the contentions of Tennessee, as 
the representatives of this synod had 
just spoken, while others argued that 
the matter could be more easily and 
readily settled and a better understand- 
ing of the real situation be obtained by 
committee meetings. 


Committee Work Agreed On. 


The question was finally put and the 
motion unanimously carried. The confer- 
ence decided that the representatives of 
the synods, having in charge Columbla 
Theological seminary, should meet im- 
mediately after the adjournment of the 
morning session and discuss the matter. 
The commissioners from the synods con- 
trolling Southwestern Presbyterian unl- 
versity requested to meet at 7:30 o'clock 
in the Central Presbyterian church. 

The meeting of the Columbia. synods 
was attended by the commissioners of 
Georgia, South Carolina, Alabama and 
Florida, and resulted in a full and com- 
plete discussion of the subject, in which 
every one present took part. It was 
finally decided to refer the drawing up 
of a report to a committee of two, com- 
posed of Dr. A. A. Little, of Selma, Ala., 
and W. J. McKay, of South Carolina. 
This committee was appointed by Dr, J. 
W. Walden, chairman, 

This report will be submitted to the 
Columbia committee this morning at 9 
o’clock, just before the meeting of the 
conference, and will be discussed by them 
and finally after they have acted on it, 
submitted to the conference. It is stated 
that this report will be favorable to the 
establishment of a University in At- 


lanta. 


Last Night’s Session. 

The meeting of the committee repre- 
senting Southwestern Presbyterian unil- 
versity was held last night at the ap- 
pointed time, Dr. G. W. Patterson, of 
Alabama, presiding. It was attended by 
the representatives of Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, and by request, the mem- 
bers from Tennessee. Alabama has a 
voice in the control of both colleges and 
was represented in the committee meet- 
ings of both. The members discussed the 
question and made addresses upon mat- 
ters incident to the removal of the 
Clarksville university and the establish- 
ment of a university here, for three 
hours and fifteen minutes. No decision 
was reached. Dr. Patterson said at 
the conclusion of the meeting: 

“We discussed the question at length, 
but did not arrive at any conclusion. 
At our request, the representatives of 
Tennessee attended the meeting.” 

The conference will open this morning 
at 9:30 o'clock. No other sessions have 
been definitely arranged. It is not be- 
lieved, however, that the work of the 
conference will be completed today.

THEY MUST STOP 
SAYS HEYWARD 


Governor of South Carolina 
Treats of Lynchings in 
Message. 


Columbia, S. C., January ‘20.—(Special.) 
In his--annual message to the general 
assembly of South Carolina Governor 
Heyward called attention to the frequent 
occurrence of lynchings in this state. The 
legislature had been in session only @ 
few days ‘hen a lynching occurred at 
Reevesville, Dorchester county. Gover- 
nor Heyward today sent the following 
message to the general assembly recom- 
mending the enactment of special legis- 
lation in reference to lynchings: 

“In my annual message to your honor- 
able body reference was made to law- 
lessness in our state, the frequent occur- 
rence of lynchings being dealt with par- 
ticularly. The necessity of respect being 
pald to the law by civilized communities 
was urged in this connection. You, the 
lawmakers, had not been assembled here 
a weet when another evidence of this 
lawless spirit Is given in the lynching at 
Reevesville. The governor is popularly 
credited with the power to prevent or 
punish these outrages against the state. 
In reality he is practically powerless. 
When notified, he may sometimes frus- 
trate the*mob by the employment of 
troops, but when the crime has been 
committed his hands are praciicatly ticd. 
The meager rewards he has been empow- 
ered to offer out of his contingent fund 
have proven ineffectual, and this is as 
far as he is permitted to go. In the 
meantime the spirit of lawlessness is un- 
checked. Any band of lawless men may 
feel secure in taking the life of a fellow- 
being on almost any pretext. This de- 
plorable condition ought to be remedied. 
To compel greater respect, the proper 
respect, for the majesty of the law, I 
recommend the enactment of special 
legislation in reference to lynching, that 
the great responsibility of officials di- 
rectly charged with inforcing the law 
be brought home to them, and that more 
effectual measures be taken for the ap- 
prehension of persons who take the law 
in their own hands. In lieu of some such 
legislation, I suggest that the governor 
be provided with an adequate fund for 
the purpose of suppressing lynching, a 
fund that may be used in offering suit- 
able rewards or in obtaining evidence 
against lynchers in such manner as may 
be deemed best. I sincerely regret the 
necessity for this and am not desirous 
of additional responsibilities, but I will 
not shirk any duty that the general as- 
sembly ae see fit to impose for the 
welfare and good name of South Caro- 
lina.”

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STORY OF ROME OFFICE 
AN INTERESTING ONE 
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THOMAS J. HELM, 
Postmaster of Rome, 
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How the Detectives Caught Parker, the Negro Clerk, 
in His. Theftse-Helm’s Complaint Against 
Brown. 


Rome, Ga., January 20.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Ohl’s Washington news story in yester- 
day morning’s Constitution created some- 
thing of a sensation in Rome, though 
rumors had ‘been fiying thick and fast 
for several days concerning the identical 
matter as set forth in the Washington 
special. 

The true story of the trouble in the 
Rome postoffice is a curious blending of 
the tragic, the commonplace and _ the 
comic, and from start to finish makes 
an interesting tale wherein the unexpect- 
ed happens just at the time the expected 
is scheduled—al] together making a very 
melodramatic farce comedy. 

For several months past Postmaster 
Helm has been constantly annoyed by 
reported losses of valuable matter, money, 
etc., in the mails passing through the 
Rome postoffice. The most diligent and 
earnest endeavor upon his part to locate 
the trouble failed, though. he accumu- 
lated enough matter to wurrant him 
in suspecting a certain negro clerk of 
the thefts. 

Sends for Inspectors. 

Despairing of getting hold of absolute 
evidence against the suspected man, Mr. 
Helm sent for government detectives to 
aid him in the matter. Inspector Banner- 
man came to Rome and began working 
on the case, and thad soon gathered evi- 
dence enough to warrant him in accept- 
ing Mr. Helm’s suspicions as probably the 
correct ones, and a strict watch was insti- 
tuted over the movements of Mack Park- 
er, the negro clerk suspected, 

Parker was a big negro in political 
councils and was known from one end 
of Georgia to the other as a republican 
leader and a man whose voice was potent 
at the pie coynter. To go after Park- 
er’s Scalp was somewhat of a risky job 
from a political standpoirt, but Mr. Helm 
went for it just the same. 

Parker was thought to do most of his 
steifing at night, when distributing the 
late mails, as he was frequently alone 
im the office at this time. In view of 
this fact, the inspectors hid themselves in 
the office one night to watch the suspect- 
ed man, and catch him, if they could, 
red-handed in his theft. . 

An Unexpected Catch. 

Up to this point the action has been 
intensely melo-dramatic. Now comes the 
first touch of comedy. 

While waitg@g and watching for Parker 
late one night, the inspectors were aston- 
ished to see the window raised and one 
of the best known and most popular 
white clerks in the office climbed in, 
picked up an overcoat and departed via 
the open window. Thereupon a watch 
was set upon the white clerks, with the 
result that two of them were caught 
drinking booze, in alleged abnormal quan- 
tities, in the basement of the office, con- 
trary to the postoffice regulations and 
the peace and dignity thereof. They were 
haled before the authorities and charges, 
most unexpected and most surprising, 
were lodged against them. This most 
astonishing side catch being properly 
hauled in, the inspectors once more turn- 
ed their attention to Parker. 

Aewire netting was stretched across 
the sewer leading from the office water 
closet, clean when Parker went in, filled 
with opened and rified letters when 
Parker went out. With this evidence in 
one hand, the watch was continued until 
Parker was seen to sneak some letters 


into his pocket, whereupon the long- 
impending blow fell and Parker was 
landed in jail. 

His sudden arrest fell like a thunder- 
bolt, and his march through Rome in 
chains created a howling sensation. 

Explanations in Order. 

The young white clerk who was seen 
to enter the window and apparently 
swipe an overcoat claims that it was f) 
coat of another clerk, who was doing Me 
Bill Baily act “‘out in the rain,’’ while he, 
being younger and more agile, climbed in 
the window, by request. He says that 
neither had a key with them, but, know- 
ing the coat to be there, and ardently 
desiring some further protection from the 
rain, which was “falling fast,’’ they de- 
cided that there was no harm in enter- 
ing the window, which they knew to | 
unlocked, for the purpose of g@ting the 
said coat. The clerk is a young man of 
splendid reputation, and it is not thought 
probable that the charges against |i. 
will amount to anything. 

As to ‘the booze consu on, one 
young man insists that he was merely 
occupying the position of an innocent 
bystander and did not partake, while the 
other one has filed an affidavit from one 
of the most reputable physicians in 
Rome to the effect that he was drinking 
under the directions of the doctor and 
through necessity rather than choice. So 
it is not thought that anything will come 
of these charges. 

The Brown-Helm Trouble. 

Just at this time Mr. Helm had oc- 
easion to file complaint against Mailing 
Clerk Walter Brown for falling to dis- 
tribute a certain mail on Sunday, which 
came under the head of “Neglect of 
duty.”’ | 

When Mr. Brown heard of this he is 
said to have been considerably incensed 
and is reported to have vowed vengence 
in the form of retaliatory charges against 
Mr. Helm for drunkenness and prefanity. 

Mr. Helm knows nothing of any suca 


: | charges and if they have been filed he | 


? 


has never been informed, either by 
Brown or the government. Brown has 
nothing to say in the matter. Mr. 
Helm denies that he has charged Brown 
with anything more than jis set out here 
and it is thought very improbable that 
Brown has charged Helm with either 
Offensive profanity or drunkenness. Un- 
less Brown has some startling evidence 
up his sleeve no one in Rome believes 
for a minute that he could sustain any 
such ridiculous charges. Mr. Helm is 
an old man, highly and honorably con- 
nected, and it is a safe and fair asSer- 
tion to say that no man in Rome ever 
saw him under the influence of whisky 
or heard him utter words not fully in 
keeping with his dignity as a gentle- 
man. If Mr. Helm drinks at all it is 
but just to Say that the knowledge of 
it is confined to a very few. 

For some reason Brown is extremely 
unpopular with his fellow-workmen, and 
there are many of the clerks and car- 
riers who will not speak to him except 
under the stress of absolute necessity. 
He has been in the office for a long time, 

He is a great authority on postoffice 
laws and regulations, and has a straight 
and honorable record in the department. 


If Brown is not .the author of 
these charges against Helm there 
is considerable speculation as to 
just who did file them, if they 
really exist. Brown neither affirms nor 
denies the charges of profanity said to 
be on file against Mr. Helm. 


Authorized to Open Mixon’s Mail. 

Curiously enough, while watching for 
Parker the inspectors were very mucn 
astonished to see Clerk R. L. William- 
son, while at work, tear open a package 
of mail... Upon béing charged with open- 
ing mail Mr. Williamson claimed that !t 
was nothing more than a second-clage 
package, containing a catalogue, ad- 
dressed to Dr. M. N. Mixon. formerly of 
Rome, but now a prominent dentist fn 
Atlanta. 

Dr. Mixon moved from Rome to Atlanta 
last fall and instructed Mr. Willlamson 
to forward all first-class mail to him 
there, but to destroy all second-ciass 
matl. Under this authority, which Dr. 
Mixon absolutely confirms, Mr. Willlam- 
son opened the package, as the inspectors 
charge, but claims absolute innocence of 
any wrong Going. Nevertheless, the 
charges were made by the officers. Wwil- 
liamson has been in the office for years 
and is very highly connecteg in Rome. 

The Real Trouble. 

The only real, serious thing In 
entire muddle is the Parker thefts. 

Around this all fie complaints of loot- 
ing the mails, inefficient service, dissatis- 
faction revolves and these minnows are 
but the accidental catch found in the net 
after the whale, or devil-fish, was sported. 

Coming, as they did, in a bunch and 
under the cover of a mysterious semi- 
secrecy, they have given rise to the wild- 
est kind of stories and it has been a 
hard matter to separate the wheat “rom 
the chaff. 

Parker’s thefts, continuing for months 
and involving thousands of dollars, has 
kept the Rome office under suspicion 
for a long time, and the explosion of so 
many bombshells at the same time made 
it hard to get at the truth until the 
smoke had all cleared away. 
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CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY. 


Two Taylor County Men in Court at 
Columbus. 

Columbus, Ga., January 20.—(Special.) 
The preliminary trial of John Bateman 
and J. T. Peterman, two white men of 
Taylor county, charged with being co- 
conspirators with Ben S. Garrett in the 
killing of Frank Wilchar, in Butler, De- 
cember !9, was concluded before United 
States Commissioner Brown today. The 
men will either be placed in jail to await 
the next term of the federal court or as- 
sessed bond. Judge Brown will decide 
tomorrow whether the cases are baila- 
ble. The penalty for conspiracy was 
formerly capital punishment, but is now 
imprisonment for life 

The caseg have created a great stir in 
Taylor county. Garrett, Peterman and 
Baieman were all charged with moon- 
shining, there being several cases 
against them, and Wilchar was an im- 
portant witness for the government. 
The three men were together just before 
Garrett killed Wilchar, and it is claimed 
that there was a deliberate plot to get 
‘Wilchar out of the way, Garrett being 
selected to do the deed. Considerable 
circumstantial evidence against Peter- 
man, who is a blacksmith at Butler, was 
introduced today. The case against 
Bateman is not believed to be so strong.

Whe doctor upon examination found the 
romplaint well sustained and reprimanded 
the orderly. Frank became impertinent 
and used insulting and obnoxious epithets 
fin his conversation with Dr. Eider. The 
Woctor, believing he had taken enough, 
Ytruck the orderly in the face. Instantly 
the negro planted his fist under Dr. El- 
fier’s forehead, breaking his eye glasses. 
The doctor and the negro grappled Jn a 
deadly tussle. The negro managed to draw 
from his pocket a clasp knife, the blade 
of which was about 3 Incnes long. This 
he drove to the handle in D r.Elder’s 
back, making an ugly wound. Then push- 
ing the doctor from him, Frank drove 
the blade into Dr. Elder’s chest. The 
handle again prevented a further pene- 
tration. Franks was too strong for the 
Woctor and extricating the blade from the 
Woctor’s chest, the negro drove it into 
Dr. Elder’s skull, the blade going its full

Thoroughly aroused by the combat, the 
regro managed to drive the blade into 
Dr. Elder’s skull again, the point pene- 
trating this time at the temple.

MACHEN. SCORES 
TIME AND ACA 


Alleged “Grafler’ Gelting Det- 
ter of the Government 


Much of the Evidence on Which the 
Prosecution Relied for Convic- 
tion Barred by Judge Pritch- 
ard—Inspector Mayer 
Reprimanded. 


Washington, January 20.—When the 
postal trial was resumed today Justice 
Pritchard, referring to Mr. Kummler’s 
charge made yesterday that Postoffice 
Inspector Mayer had coaxed witness, sald 
if he found gufficient cause for issuing 


a rule for contempt against Mayer, he } 


would do it. Justice Pritchard informed 
counsel on both sides that he would 
demand that no extraneous matter be 
introduceg to influence the jury, but that 
if it was he would mention it when he 
delivered his charge to the jury. 

William F. Sapp, assistant superinten- 
dent of free delivery, Toledo, identified 
the signature of Dr. Lorenz on certain 
letters to the secretary of the Savings 
bank of Cleveland. 

Henry Humphreys, a clerk in the 
Cfeveland Bank, produced the copy books 
of the bank, containing the bank’s re- 
piies to letters from Dr. Lorenz and 
wife, one of which the witness read, 
showihg that the bank had returned a 
check for $3,000 made tm favor of George 
Lorenz, by D. B. Groff. because it was 
improperly indorsed. Further question- 
ing brought out the fact that when re- 
mittances were. sent by Dr. Lorenz to 
the Cleveland bank he invariably direct- 
ed that a portion of the sum be deposited 
to the account of Martha K. Lorenz. 
Witness identified a draft for $500 drawn 


in favor of George E. Loren ‘ 
dorsed by him over to et Bggay . 
Machen’s Brother in Law. 

The next witness was Machen’s brother 
in law, N. H. Baumgartner, secretary and 
treasurer of the Deposit and Trust Com- 
pany of Westminster, MW, who testified 
to the depositing of the remittances sent 
by Dr. and Mrs. Lorenz to Machen’s ac- 
count with that company. 

It was further brought out that the 
check for $1.40! was signed by D. B. 
Groff, and deposited November 27, 1899. 
Against this deposit on the Same day a 
check for $800 was cashed and witness 
stated that Dr. Lorenz had purchased a 
New York draft for $500, passing cur- 
rency therefor. Later the same day $600 
was deposited to the credit of Martha 
J. Lorenz in the National Bank of Com- 
merce, Toledo. At this point a recess 
was taken for luncheon. 

When court reconvened the witness 
temporarily was excused to enable Henry 
C. Lockwood, chief clerk . city delivery, 
New York postoffice, to testify. 

Mr. Lockwood, answering a question bv 
Mr. Taggart, said that by a letter dated 
February |!, 1896, he wag notified that 
six thousand Groff fasteners were ordered 
supplied to his office without any requisi- 
tion having been made therefor. Coun- 
sel for defense objected. Mr. Taggart 
stated that his object was to show that 
Machen wag specially energetic in dis- 
tributing these fasteners. 

Justice Pritchard announced that he 
would admit as competent any evidence 
tending to show facts in connection with 
the furtherance of the allegations of the 
indictment. He had, he said, anticipated 
this very question and had given it much 
thought. The witness then continued 
his testimony after counsel stated they 
would argue the point further tomorrow. 
Lockwood explained various initials on 
the letter by saying they represented 
those of officials of the New York office 
through whose hands the letters passed. 

Court Rules for Machen. 

It developed from further questioning 
that the initials ‘‘A. W. M.’’ also were on 
the letter. On cross-examination witness 
said he never saw Machen sign his ini- 
tials and, therefore, did not know 
whether they were put there by Machen 
or one of Machen’s clerks, although his 
familiarity with communications from 
the department led him to believe it 
came from Machen’s office. 

Counsel then became involved in an- 
other legal argument, after Mr. Douglass 
had again objected to the admission of 
the letter because there was no evidence 
to show that Machen ever saw it or even 
dictated it. 

The court held that as the government 
was trying to identify the initials ‘‘A. W. 
M.”" as having been made by Machen, 
and the witness was not able to positive- 
ly do so, he would require the initials to 
be proven before this particular testi- 
mony would be admitted. ‘“‘Without such 
proof,’’ the court said with emphasis, 
“that is no evidence whatever against 
this defendant Machen. We will pro- 
ceed according to law.”’ 

Harry Halstead then resumed the 
stand and identified a deposit slip dated 
January 29, 1900, for $2,062, to the cred- 
it of Martha J. Lorenz. This deposit, 
he said, represented a check signed by 
D. B. Groff, indorsed by George E. Lo- 
renz. On this same day witness said 
there was made a charge against the 
sum of $10.000. Several other deposits 
by Mrs. Lorenz of checks from D. B. 
Groff and various debits made against 
them were referred to by the witness, 
who had not concluded when court ad- 
journed for the day. ; 

New York Judge in Postal Scandal. 

Albany, N. Y., January 20.—Fiermal 
charges of the Bar Association of James- 
town against State Supreme Court Jus- 
tice W. B. Hooker, former representa- 
tive in congress, were brought before the 
state bar association today. The charges 
quote the report of Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General Bristow, relative to 
alleged irregularities in the postoffices at 
Dunkirk and Fredonia, with reference to 
appointments and rentals of postoffice 
buildings, and set forth that M. H. Tay- 
lor, named in General Bristow’s report, 
was appointed postmaster at Dunkirk on 
Mr. Hooker’s recommendation and that 
Justice Hooker was and is one of the 
owners of the postoffice building in Dun- 
kirk, alleged to have been the subject of 
excessive rental. The document says: 

“The Bar Association of Jamestown 
has no knowledge that Justice Hooker 
has committed any wrong, and will 
greatly rejoice to be assured of his inno- 
cence. It is expected, however, that, pro- 
foundly impressed with the belief that 
these accusations are of such grave and 
serious nature and come_ from such 
sources, they cannot be disregarded

They Have Finished Testimony 
in Regard to Stains 


Today All Members of Bechtel Fam- 
ily Go on Stand in Effort To 
Acquit Aged Mother of 
Complicity in Her 
Daughter’s Death.

called six experts and each declared

The experts testified that only one of 
the many articles taken from the Bechtel 
home contained human blood and that 
one was the undervest worn by the girl 
when she was found dead, 

Before the defense opened itg case to- 
day the court wag asked to instruct the 
jury to render a verdict of not guilty, 
because not sufficient evidence had been 
presented to hold Mrs. Bechtel, but the 
court decided that the tria] should pro- 
~ceed, Judge Trexler adding that he did 
not wish at this time to pass upon the 
merits of the evidence presented. 

In discussing this motion District At- 
torney Lichtenwainer said the theory of 
the commonwealth ig that Thomas Bech- 
tel was the principal felon. We believe 
that he committed the crime and after 
its commission was shielded by Mrs. 
Bechtel. In support of this theory the 
strongest evidence is the suicide of 
Thomas Bechtel] in a prison cell, and the 
testimony of Dr. Lear and the many 
other witnesses who have testified.’ 

In opening Attorney Schaadt said: 

“We will prove to you that the stains 
mhich two inexperienced doctors declare 
to be human blood stains, were nothing 
more than staing produced by tobacco. 
We will show to you pillow cases, pleces 
of linen and other fabrics upon which 
within a day or two, tobacco stains have 
been made and we will ask you to com- 
pare them with the stains shown upon 
the bolster case by the commonwealth. 

“We will further prove to you that

Second Place on Republican 
Ticket for Indiana 


Identity of the Man Not Yet Cer- 
tain, but He Will Be One of 
Two—Either Senator Fair- 
banks or Governor 

Durbin.

Washington, January 20.—(Special.)— 
Indiana is coming to the front with a 
Claim for the second place on the = re- 
publican national ticket, and the indi- 
cations are she will get it. The identity 
of the man is not yet certain, but he will 
be One of two, in all probability—either 
Senator Fairbanks or Governor Durbin. 

Hiad President McKinley lived, the con- 
est for the presidential] nomination at 
the republican national convention this 
year would have been between Charles W. 
Fairbanks, of Indiana, and Theodore 
Roosevelt, of New York, in which event 
the forces which placed McKinley at 
the head of the ticket in 1896 would have 
been for the senator from Indiana. Sen- 
ator Fairbanks was, before President 
Mciknley’s death, looked upon as the 
president’s choice for the succession, and 
rightly; Perry Heath’s talk about Hanna 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 

But the bullet that laid President Mc- 
Kinley low put an end, also, to all chance 
of Fairbanks being president. The trend 
of events has put the Fairbanks ‘‘boom”’ 
out of business, At first the Indiana 
senator and his friends were not dis- 
posed to admit this, but now they are 
compelled to do so. There ifs scarceiy 
the fraction of a chance that President 
Roosevelt will have an opponent within 
his party; if he does thhave, it will cer- 
tainly not be Fairbanks. 

Would Like Second Place. 

Realizing this, the Indiana senator is 
now looking for the vice presidential 
nomination. He wants it, but at the 
same time he does not want to appear 
in the unenviable role of an active can- 
didate for a place that usually goes beg- 
ging, and in order that this may be 
avoided, his lieutenants are endeavor- 
ing to shape things so as to make it ap- 
pear that the second place is forced upon 
him “for the good of the party.” 

At this point of the proceedings there 
appears a fly in the ointment In the sHape 
of vice presidential aspirations of an- 
other distinguished Hoosier office holder. 
This is Governor Winfield T. Durbin. 

Governor Durbin is losing no oppor- 
tunity to get himself into the HUme- 
light that plays upon the national po- 
litical stage. He was here this week os- 
tensibly to figure in the Anglo-American 
arbitration movement, but his Tea] pur- 
pose, as revealed by Indiana politicians 
who know what is going on, was to 
give his friends the opportunity of using 
his name in connection with the vice 
presidency. He was at the whéte house, 
of course, and incidentally found his 
way to the capitol. And the talk he 
wants was started. 

Not So Friendly. 

Senator Fairbanks and Governor Dur- 
bin ‘have always enjoyed the closest po- 
litical relations. They belong to the 
same branch of the Indiana machine. 
But this countering of ambitions has, I 
am told on high authority, brought on 
something which jis pretty near an 
estrangement. 

Of course Governor Durbin lets every- 
body know that he is for Fairbanks if 
the latter is a candidate, but this sort 
of talk is just what. Senator Fairbanks 
least likes to thhear, because it's nat- 
ural end is to force a declaration of 
some kind from him, and as I have said, 
his whole plan is to avoid putting him- 
self in the attitude of being a candidate. 
All of which Governor Durbin is ac- 
credited with understanding clearly, and 
the net result is a cooling on the part 
of the senator toward the gove or, who 
was once regarded his chief lie. .enant. 

Meanwhile, Senator Beveridge, who 
owes neither man anything, smiles bland- 
ly. He says with great positiveness that 
lie would not have Whe place; that 
he regards it beneath one of his ability 
and standing—though of course he does 
not put it quite that .plainly—and that 
he is for Senator Fairbanks if he wants 
to be vice president, and for Governor 
Durbin if the senator does not want it. 
He has built up a strong machine of his 
own out in the Hoosier State, and is 
looking for bigger game than the vice 
presidency. The republicans will make 
a nomination in 1908, and Beveridge lets 
it be clearly understood that he is en- 
joying the best of health. 

And unless appearances are deceptive, 
he @# also enjoying to the full the dis- 
comfiture incident to the conflict of the 
mgnbitions of his two distinguished rivals 
for Indiana leadership. 

An Indiana Mystery. 

Governor Durbin has gone, but he has 
left behind him a mystery. How does 
The governor has had 
his say on this subject, but the mystery 
has not been dispelled. 

In his first utterances after his arrival, 
the governor said that the republicans of 
his state are for Roosevelt. Then he 
went to see the president, and afterwards 
confided to friends that he had told Pres. 
ident Roosevelt that if there should be 
a contest between him and Hanna, In- 
diana would certainly go for Hanna; 
that Hanna sentiment among the masses 
of republicans was beyond conception. 
And again still later he was quoted as 
Saying that everything was rosy for 
Roosevelt. 

Politicians are rather anxious to know 
what Governor Durbin really thinks 
about the sentiment in his state.

WARNING GIVEN 
TO ROOSEVELT 


Friends of Hanna Are Indignant 
at Atlacks on Senator 


Many Eminent Republicans Think 
It Bad Politics for the Admin- 
istration To Be Constantly 
Prodding fhe Senator 
from Ohio.

Washington, January 20.—(Special.)— 
Senator Scott, of West Virginia, the one 
prominent man in the republican party 
who has nerve enough to come out and 
say he is for Hanna for the presidency, 
is highly indignant over the constant ef- 
forts of the administration politicians te 
make it appear that the Ohio senator is 
acting in bad faith toward President 
Roosevelt, 

Hé characterizes as moonshine the lat- 
est white house scare built around the 
delay in issuing “the formal call for the 
national convention, and in so many 
words declares that the men who are 
handling the political interests of the 
president must be hard up indeed if 
they feel it necessary to resort to such 
methods of bolstering up their causé. 

There are a lot of other eminent re- 
publicans who think it very bad politics 
for the administration leaders to be con- 
stantly prodding Hanna by throwing out 
insinuations of bad faith on his part, 
but most of them keep silent for reasons 
of their own. They are not asked for 
advice and are too wise to tender un- 
pleasant counsel uninvited. But among 
themselves 2nd to their intimates they 
have no hesitancy in saying that the 
president's advisers are playing the worst 
kind of politics in alienating Hanna and 
his friends, for without their active aid 
the republican party will stand small 
chance of election in this year’s cam- 
paign. 

Hanna Friendly to Roosevelt. 

The Washington view of things may 
not always be correct, but if it is, the 
most unwise thing President Roosevelt 
can do is to arouse the enmity of Sena- 
tor Hanna. He has been the best friend 
President Roosevelt has had in the sen- 
ate—the friend who has done most to 
smooth the way for the administration. 
This seems to be recognized by everybody 
except the president himself, and perhaps 
the few men in that body to whom he 
looks for advice. The most aggressive 
of these, if not the wisest, are Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, and Senator 
Foraker, of Ohio. Both resent Hanna’s 
recognized prominence, Lodge because 
Hanna is generally recognized as the 
most powerful man on the republican side, 
while hé aspires to recognition as the 
one real leader; and Senator Foraker, 
because he hates Hanna personally and 
dislikes extremely to have the outside 
world regard Hanna the real leader in 
Ohio. These two mén get closer to Pres- 
ident’ Roosevelt than any others, and they 
lose no opportunity to feed the doubts 
and suspicions in the presidential soul. 

The result is the president is uneasy. 
All these stories reflecting suspicion of 
Hanna emanate from the white house. 
This is clearly understood by Hanna’s 
friends, and it is not conducive to that 
perfect harmony that will best promote 
the interests of the republican party. 

The Truest Bugaboo. 

One other feature of the Roosevelt cam- 
paign that causes the wise politicians of 
his party to shake their heads is the cry 
so vociferously raised that the only op- 

.o the president’s nomination by 
party the trusts. In 
some of the newspaper organs closest to 
the administration which have been rais- 
ing this cry an effort is made to trace 
all this opposition to J. Pierpont Morgan 
and his business associates, the adminis- 
tration raising the old cry of “Wall 
street’? which was so much in evidence as 
a democratic shibdboleth in 1896, and 
which brought such splendid results—to 
the enemy. 

A republican senator who is friendly 
enough to President Roosevelt, but is not 
in the inner administration councils, in 
discussing these tactics, said to me only 
yesterday, in discussing the political 
trend: 

“Entirely frrespective of the personality 
of Senator Hanna and of his individual 
strength, it is the worst possible policy 
for the administration leaders and the 
administration organs to be attacking 
him. They are going to need him, and 
need him badly. While their attacks 
upon him may not, and probably will not, 
alienate him in any degree, they are 
bound to close to the president certain 
very important avenues of aid without 
which the republican party will find it 
extremely difficult to win. You know 
what I mean. Without the very poten- 
tial assistance of what the president's 
spokesmen arTre sneeringly calling the 
trusts, the republican party will have 
the hardest kind of sledding. If they 
hope to pull through by arraying the busi- 
ness element of the country against the 
party, they will find themselves badly 
disappointed. If the president insists 
upon catering to the labor vote and rais- 
ing class distinctions in the same way 
Bryan did in his campaigns, the chances 
are he will find himself in the end just 
where Bryan did.” 

A Word of Warning. 

This is not the talk of a man who is at 
all unfriendly to President Roosevelt: on 
the contrary, his own political existence 
probably depends upon republican success 
this year, and what he says "In the 
nature of warning rather than ‘criticism. 
He does talk of the “fool friends” of the 
administration because he thinks the ac- 
tions of some of the president’s advisers 
smack strongly of folly, and he shows 
why. 

A good many others, particularly among 
the older senators who have long been 
recognized as among the most substantial 
leaders of the republican party, deprecate 
the white house anti-trust talk. They

Just now all eyes are turned upon Ohio, 
where Senator Foraker is endeavoring to 
shape the campaign for delegates to the 
national convention upon a Roosevelt 
basis—that is, forcing instructions for 
Roosevelt. The Hanna men are repre- 
sented as opposing this programme, and 
when the charge is brought home to 
them they ask ‘‘Why should instructions 
be necessary, as Roosevelt is the only 
candidate?’’ 

They charge, and the surface facts are 
such as to bear out their charges, that 
Foraker is raising this Roosevelt cry 
with no purpose of helping the presi- 
dent, but solely to help himself, The re- 
cent great victory in the Buckeye State 
left Hanna not only the idol of Ohio 
republicans, but, what is more important, 
in complete control of the party organiza- 
tion. It is this phase of the situation 
which Foraker does not like. He Sees 
in it a possible menace to his own re-

The magazines and the newspapers have a habit of talking about our 

| civilization and progress in a way that is confusing, to say the least. Not 

only is the talk confusing, hut it fills the minds of the people with only 
the very vaguest ideas as to what civilization and progress consist in. “here 
are many—a majority, no doubt—who believe that civilization and progress 
are altogether material and substantial, that they consist in things that you 
can place your hands on, and feel and see. They believe that civilization is 
inseparable from progress. Whatever promotes the growth of trade and 
commerce, whatever adds to the wealth of the individual or the community, 
whatever contributes to the greater convenience and comfort of the people 
at large is called -progress, and progress and civilization—in the popular 
mind—must necessarily go hand in hand together. 

From this point of view, civilization can have but one meaning, and that 
meaning, in the current talk of the day, is nothing less than solid comfort. 
This suits the materialism that is’ the chief characteristic of some of our 
best people, and, as a matter of course, it fits in with most of our national 
So far from having enough solid comfort, we are

But a little thought will convince even the unreflecting that solid com- 
fort, while it may be the chief end and aim of progress, makes no definite 
contribution to civilization; for we have before us the example of many races 
whom we regard as uncivilized. Many men of these races, by hook or by 
crook—they foubtless call it progress—have won what they would call solid 
comfort—but they still remain uncivilized and unprogressive. 

There was a time, and not so very long ago, when the popular phrase 
The terms were interchangeable—civil- 
and enlightenment meant civilization; 
they have parted company, they have been divorced by the materialists, and 
Civilization has been wedded to what ig called progress. 
and an illegal union, and no real good can come of it. 

We would do well to return to our old ideals, if such a thing is possible 
in a country where there are so many undigested and indigestible securities. 
We have carefully pick-extracted all the morality that was once considered 
the most important part of civilization and progress, and the result is to be 
seen in some of the huge transactions that are now taking a necessary airing 
If these transactions had not taken place on such an imposing 
Scale, they would readily and properly find a prominent place in the cata- 
logue of crimes and swindles thAt have been from time to time furthered by 
those who do not measure their business affairs by the moral standards that

Civilization is not averse from 
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An Interesting Letter. 

In The Baltimore Sun of January 11 
there appears a letter from Bishop 
Keiley to a friend, in which a very in- 
teresting piece of history is recited. 
Such contributions are more interest- 
ing than, and equally as important as, 
the more formal histories which, in 
some sort, uo but confuse the modern 
reader. For instauce, Bishop Keiley’s 
letter, reproduced in another place, 
throws an interesting side light on 
the events just before and after the 
battle of Sharpsburg, which is some- 
times called the battle of Antietam. 

It seems clear that General McClel- 
lan’s communication to General Lee, 
which the latter turned over to Long- 
street, was intended to promote a 
clearer understanding between the 
two commanders, and to pave the 
way to bringing about peace in spite 
of the politicians on both sides. Gen- 
eral Cobb, to whom the letter was 
shown under terms of secrecy, read 
the document very attentively, and 
said that there was no doubt in his 
mind that General McClellan was 
anxious for General Lee to aid in the 
restoration of the union by joining his 


| forces with those of McClellan and 


marching to Washington with the 
combined armies. 

The bare conception of such an 
event sets the mind to tingling with 
suggestions as to what would have 
been the outcome. Peace, of course, 
would have been the first and inev- 
itable result, for nothing could have 
withstood the force and power of the 
combination which General McClel- 
lan contemplated making; but it is 
impossible to forget the politicians, 
and one cannot help contemplating 
the nature and,extent of their con- 
sternation. 

It seems certain that McClellan had 
a wonderful imagination, and he un- 
doubtedly foresaw that such a stroke 
of policy would contribute greatly to 
the ambition whieh never left him 
long at ease. Perhaps General Lee 
possessed a large imagination also, 
but he lacked the ambition that was 
characteristic of his opponent’s na- 
ture. He had his ideas of duty also 
and his remark that “President Davis, 
and not General Lee, is the one to 
whom such a message must be sent,” 
put a quietus to the whole business. 

The proposition that McClellan 
made undoubtedly has its attractive 
features, even at this late day. That 
the movement suggested would have 
been immensely picturesque, ‘and that 
it would ave dragged out of the grim 
bowels of war some of the highest 
features of the highest romance there 
can be no doubt. And it is impossi- 
ble not to believe that the great mind 
of Lee compassed all these possibili- 
ties, and others; but over and above 
them all he saw his duty, and that 
ended the matter, so far as he was 
concerned. 

The only personal ambition that he 
had was to do his duty as he saw it, 
and to the best of his ability, and this 
is the quality that made him great. 
He was not only true to his duty as 
a commander, but to his duty as a 
man, and as a citizen, and it is the 
example that he has left as a precious 
legacy to his people—to fulfill all the 
duties they owe to themselves, their 
neighbors and to every human being 
with whom they come in contact; 
and to carry into their performance 
the modesty, simplicity and sweet- 
ness of nature that, in the case of 
General Lee, are still fragrant after 
the lapse of many years. For they 
are a part of the moral equipment of 
“the just, that smel] sweet and blos- 


j fom in the dust.”

Instructing Members of Congress. 

The Independent, of New York, 
which tries to be true to its name, 
is moved by the recent action of the 
Louisiana and Mississippi legislatures 
in requesting their United States 
senators to vote for the ratification of 
the Panama treaty, to say: 


We are glad that it is not a usual 
thing for a state to instruct its senators 
and representatives. It would be un- 
fortunate if the custom, occasionally in 
use, should spread. Massathusetts is 
not wholly satisfied with the votes of 
Senator Hoar, but she does not venture 
to instruct him how to vote. If she 
Should, we presume he would understand 
it as Suggestion that he resign his 
seat, and that is what such instruction 
ought to be taken to mean—namely, that 
the state has lost confidence in the sena- 
tor’s good judgment and desires to elect 
his successor. 


We are inclined to think our es- 
teemed contemporary misapprehends 
the exact nature of the legislative ac- 
tion referred to. The word “instruct” 
sounds offensively dictatorial, to be 
sure, and we can readily conceive 
how a conscientious and free-minded 
United States senator would be apt to 
resent any mandatory instruction 
from any source other than the sgov- 
ereign people direct. But did the leg- 
islatures in question instruct their 
United States senators at all? We 
think not; at least, not in a manda- 
tory sense. They merely took a 
“straw vote,” in the regular parlia- 
mentary routine, as expressive of the 
majority view of the body on a ques- 
tion of prime public interest and state 
importance, and that majority expres- 
sion of individua] opinion was behind 
a joint resolution embodying a re- 
quest that the state’s representatives 
in the United States senate support 
with their vote the proposition shown 
to be favored by the local legislative 
body. 

Since United States senators are 
elected by state legislatures it is not 
supposable that they will raise a 
point on the fright of their technical 
creators to give them such instruc- 
tion as is implied in the Louisiana 
and Mississippi cases, but they weuld 
be at liberty to regard the request as 
a petition, if they chose. Calling it a 
simple petition or memorial, does it 
not approach very near the dignity 
and authority of a command from the 
people themselves? In most _ in- 
stances state legislators are elected 
biennially. Coming fresh from the 
country, they have had peculiar op- 
portunities to canvass public senti- 
ment on national as well as state is- 
sues, and feeling that they more di- 
rectly represent the*state’s citizenry 
than do the state’s representaives in 
congress, it is natural enough, and, for 
aught we can see, proper enough, that 
they pass concurrent resolutions on 
national issues of extraordinary local 
interest at a critical juncture of their 
eensideration in Washington. 

This is especially applicable .to na- 
tional issues that rise above party 
politics—and, it is gratifying to say, 
there are occasionally such great non- 
partisan issues. The ratification of 
the Panama canal] treaty is one. ‘If 
the legislature preferring such a re- 
quest by resolution is of like partisan 
bias with the United States senators, 
or if its action can fairly be construed 
as non-partisan, or as not_ personally 
hostile, its influence should be to 
make the higher representatives at 
Washington feel that they have re- 
ceived the dictum of a _ plebiscite— 
that they have indeed heard the voice 
of the:people. Of course, it would be 
rather grotesque for a republican leg- 
islature to instruct a democratic pair 
of United States senators, or awk- 
ward for a pair of politically divided 
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senators to be instructed by a legisla- 
ture, if the coler of party politics en- 
tered into the so-called instructions. 

Therefore, aS a general proposition, 
there can be no binding force in the 
resolution of a state legislature di- 
rected toward influencing the repre- 
sentative action of a member of the 
congress. It amounts to less than 
the resolutions of a mass convention, 
perhaps, for it is perfectly obvious 
that the state’ legislators themselves 
have received no instructions on that 
particular question from their constit- 
vents, and that their action is likely 
to be more individual than otherwise. 
This, we have tried to make it clear, 
as a general proposition. In special 
cases, as in the Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi instances, the senators receiv- 
ing such a request would most cer- 
tainly accept jit as a true and urgent 
expression of both public and party 
opinion in their state. In no event 
could they construe it as an arbitrary 
and officious “instruction.” 

Under our present form of govern- 
ment we can approach no nearer the 
system of initiative and referendum 
than this, and any method calculated 
to keep congressional representatives 
in touch with the will and opiniofis of 
their constituents is to be sincerely 
commended and respected. »

BISHOP KEILEY RELATES 
INTERESTING WAR STORY 


The Baltimore Sun publishes in a re- 
cent issue a communication thet will be 
read with particular interest in Georgia, 
since it furnishes an interesting sidelight 
on a political development during the 
civil war, and from the further fact that 
it was written to a friend in Baltimore 
by Bishop Kelley, of this state. 

The letter, dated in Savannah the early 
part of this month, states the very extra- 
ordinary fact that in 1862, General Mc- 
Clellan sought to secure an interview 
with General Lee for the avowed pur- 
pose of arranging terms of peace with- 
out resard to the established govern- 
ments at Richmond and Washington. The 
letter follows: 


Bishop's House, 222 East Harris Street, 
Savannah, Ga., January 3, 1904.—My Dear 
Friend: Your letter of the Ist instant to 
hand. My récollection of the conversa- 
tion to which you refer is clear. 

General Longstreet told me more than 
once that immediately after the battle of 
Sharpsburg or Antietam, while he was in 
General Lee’s tent, the general handed 
him a letter which he had just received 
from General McClellan, the commander 
of the federal armies. General Lee gave 
General Longstreet a copy of the letter 
and asked him to give it his serious at- 
tention, and on the following morning 
advise him (General Lee) what he ought 
to do in the matter. The letter from 
General McClellan proposed an interview 
between himself and General Lee. Gen- 
eral Longstreet said to me: “I told Gen- 
eral Lee that in my judgment there was 
no other construction to be placed on it 
save one, and that was that General Me- 
Clellan wanted to end the war then and 
there.”’ 

General Lee said: ‘“That idea occurs to 
me also, but President Davis, and not 
General Lee, is the one to whom such a 
message must be sent.’’ 

General Longstreet took the letter to 


his own quarters, where he found Gen- 
erad T. R. R. Cobb, of this state. He 
gave it to General Cobb, pledging him to 
observe secrecy with regard to it, but 
not saying a word as to the construction 
he placed on it. 

After reading the letter attentively Gen- 
eral Cobb said there was no doubt in his 
mind that General McClellan wanted Gen- 
é€ral Lee to help in the restoration of the 
union by marching to Washington with 
the combined forces. General Longstreet 
told me of the circumstances more than 
once, and always added that he thor- 
oughly coincided in General Cobb's views, 
but that General Lee, for the reason 
stated, declined to meet General Mc- 
Clellan. 

The copy which General Lee gave Gen- 
eral Longstreet was sent after the war 
to Colonel Marshall. I tried to get it 
from Colonel Marshall, who told me he 
had mislaid and could never find it. I 
do not know, of course, what became of 
the original letter. 

I forgot to say that General Longstreet 
strongly advised General Lee to meet 
General McClellan tn order that he might 
know definitely what McClellan wanted. 

I have this moment heard of Long- 
street's death Saturday at Gainesville. He 
often came to visit me when I lived in At- 
lanta, and we often talked of the war 
and its sequel. 

T’recall very distinctly a reply he mada 
to me one day when I sald: ‘‘Well, Gen- 
eral, vou and I are both glad today that 
we have a united country, and perhaps 
in God’s providence it is as well that we 
were defeated even though we were clear- 
ly in the right.’’ 

“I do not believe in placing the blame 
on the Lord,” said Longstreet. “We 
ought to have whipped the yankees, fre- 
stored the union and settled the negro 
question ourselves, but we had a big load 
to carry in some of our own leaders.”

Atlanta’s Fire Chief Was 
Going to the 
Fire, 


The Atlanta fire department was sum- 
moned to the Marietta fire yesterday 
morning, but it did not go because of the 
delay in the railroad yard. By the time 
arrangements had been made for the spe- 
cia} train, a message was received by 
Chief Joyner informing tim that the 
conflagration had done its work and 
that it would be umnécessary for him 
to visit the Georgia town.

General Stephen D, Lee Is- 
sues Circular in Regard 
to the Monument. 


Birmingham, Ala., January 20.—A spe- 
Cilal to The News from Columbus, Miss., 
Says that General Stephen D. Lee, com- 
mander in chief of the United Confed- 
erate Veterans, today issued the follow- 
ing unofficial circular relative to the 
movement to erect a monument to the 
late General John B. Gordon:

movement to erect a monument out of 
such funds as may be raised this year. .

REPORT 1S MADE 
ON PLAYHOUSES 


Spscial Committee Reports Con- 
dition of Atlanta Theaters, 


Building Inspector Pittman Declares 
‘the Churches of Atlanta To Be 
Unsafe, and Suggests That 
an Ordinance Be Adopted 
Regarding Them. 


* 

Steps were taken during the session 
Of council yesterday afternoon for the 
protection of persons who visit public 
places in this city. 

The report of the four technical men 
of the municipal government regarding 
the theaters of Atlanta was referred to 
a committee for action and a communi- 
cation from Building Inspector F. A. 


Pittman was referred to the board of 
firemasters. The communication of the 
building inspector deals ‘with the condi- 
tion of the churches of the cify and it is 
probable that there will be some interest- 
ing legislation regarding his message. 

Following is the full text ofthe report 
on tho theaters, which was provided for 
in a resolution by Councilman. Peters, 
and which was, on motion of Council- 
man Amorous, referred to the committee 
On Ordinances, of wkich Councilman 
Hynds is chairman: 

“To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council] of the City of Atlanta: In com- 
Pliance with your msolution of January 
4 directing the undersigned to examine 
and report such recommendations as may 
be deemed best for the safety of the pat- 
rons of the theaters and other places of 
amusement tin the city, we respectfully 
submit the following: 

“l. That either asbestos or steel cur- 
tains be placed both in the Grand and 
Bijou of sufficient size to cover the en- 
tire opening between the stage and audi- 
torium. 

“2. That all openings through the fire 
wall in the Grand between the stage and 
the auditorium be provided with fire- 
proof automatic doors. 

“3. That the wooden wall between the 
stage and auditorium in the Bijou be 
covered with tongue and grooved sheat- 
ing with three thicknesses of asbestos. 

“4. That am additional exit be provided 
at the Bijou from the steps leading from 
the balcony to the veranda in front of 
the building. 

‘5S. That the exits leading to the alley 
in the rear of the Bijou be provided with 
steps that would give easier descent. 

“6. That imdependent and separate 
steps should be provided from the bal- 
cony of the Bijou so as to prevent the 
cross current that now exists at the 
point where the two steps are used in 
common. 

“7. That all shows using electrical ap- 
pliances shall have the approval of the 
city electrician for the use of such appli- 
ance before the eléctrical current shall be 
turned on. 

“8. That al] theaters shall be equipped 
with automatic sprinklers between the 
roof and ceiling, and also over the stage, 

“The above recommendation if carried 
out will, in our opinion, greatly reduce 
the danger, but we do not consider any 
place of amusement where large crowds 
are collected absolutely safe if built 
above the ground floor. Respectfully sub- 
mitted, 

“R. M. Clayton, chief engineer; W. R. 
Joyner, chief fire department; F. A. Pitt- 
man, building inspector; T. J. Harper, 
city electrician.’’ 

When the communication of the build- 
ing inspector reaches the board of fire- 
masters, to which it was referred, Fire 
Chief Joyner, a member of the board, 
will suggest the adoption of an ordinance 
which will compel the theaters to keep 
all aisles and passages free from chairs 
and benches. 

Condition of Churches. 

The communieation of Building Inspec- 
tor Pittman is as follows: 

“To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta: I wish to 
call your attention @o the unsafe condi- 
tion of some of our churches in case of 
fire or panic. In most instances the doors 
open inward and in a few of our churches 
the exits are entirely inaGequyate. 

“Section 1978 and 1979 of thé city code 
does not refer to churches, hence this 
communication. 
thinks this a nwmtter of any importance 
please refer it to a committee and I will 
draft a suitable ordinance covering the 
matter for their consideration. Respect-

G.0.P, OF GEORGIA 
FOR ROOSEVELT 


He Will Be Indorsed by 
Five District Con- 
ventions, 


Within the next month there will be 
five republican congressional district con- 
ventions held in the state of Georgia, 
and in each one of these President Roose- 
velt will be indorsed for the republican 
presidential nomination, and the Pana- 
man policy of the administration will be 
approved. 

These five conventions are that of the 
third district, which meets in Marshall- 
ville January 30; that of the Fifth dis- 
trict, which meets in Atlanta February 
ll; that of the second district, which 
meets in Dawson February 13; that of 
the fourth district, which meets in West 
Point on March |, and that of the sixth 
district, which meets in Barnesville on 
March 6. 


The republican state convention has 
been called to assemble tn Atlanta on 
March 23. The district conventions will 
nominate their délegates and the state 
convention will nominate delegates at 
large to represent the republicans of 
Georgia in the national convention which 
meets in Chicago in June. 

There are five congressional districts in 
the state, for which conventions have 
been called, but the action in each of 
these will be the same with regard to 
Theodore Roosevelt, the Panama ques- 
tion and the policy of the administra- 
tion generally. 

At present there {fs quite a little ac- 
tivity among the republicans of the state, 
preparatory to the coming conventions, 
and the leaders of the party are in cor- 
respondence with eéach other almost 
daily. 2 

In speaking of the situation, Colonel 
Walter H. Johnson, United States mar- 
shal for the northern district of Georgia, 
acting chaifman of the republican state 
committee, and the acknewledged state 
leader of the party, said yesterday: 

“The republicans of Georgia know no 
other candidate for the presidential nom- 
ination than President Roosevelt, and, 
as far as any consideration they Will give 
to others, he might as well be the only 
man in the party. 

‘In all the conventions the policy of his 
administration will be approved and in- 
dorsed, especial mention being made of 
the canal treaty as it {s now pending with 
the government of Panama. The adop- 
tion of this treaty will be called for in 
unqualified terms.”’

Statement Is Issued In Answer 
to Recent Charges 


No Secret or Supplementa’ Bids Were 
Received, but Lower Prices Were 
Secured for the Books That 
Were Adopted — What 
the Commission Did. 


Gee 


Following a conference and a formal 
méeting yesterday, the state text-book 
commission, to which was intrusted the 
work of putting into operation the uni- 
form text-book law, issued a statement 
in answer to certain charges with ref- 
erence to the manner in which the adop- 
tions were made, published in certain 
state papers. 

The recent charge consisted in the 
statement that after all the bids for 
books had been opened and considered, 
the American Book Company was al- 
lowed to reduce its price on readers by 
a supplemental] bid, which was undated, 
and that the same opportunity was not 
given to other bidders. 

The fact in the cage js that the Lee 
readers, offered by the American Book 
Company, were adopted for the third, 
fourth and fifth books, and ail other 
books in this class offered were reject- 
ed. It was then that the company was 
asked by the commission to reduce its 
price, and it did so. The reduction, at 
the request of the commission, was put in 
writing. 

The members of the state text-book 
commission are Governor Terrell, Comp- 
troller General William A. Wright, Sec- 
retary of State Phil Cook, Attorney Gen- 
eral John C. Hart and State Schoo] Com- 
missioner W. B. Merritt. Some of the 
members were véry much wrought up 
over the charges and were anxious to 
make a pretty strong reply. 

After careful consideration, however, 
the following statement was prepared by 
the commission and given out by Gov- 
ernor Terrell: 

What the Commission Did. 

“In view of the late publication in The 
Augusta Chronicle calling attention to 
alleged. irregularities in the action of the 
book commission during the recent state 
adoption, as well as the editorial appear- 
ing in Monday's edition of The Atlanta 
Journal, in which last editorial informa 
tlon is asked of this board touching said 
alleged irregularities; amd this board, 
recognizing that the interested public 
has the right to ask for information re- 
lating to the action and conduct of its 
public officers, deems it appropriate, right 
and proper that it should give to the 
public full information touching the ac- 
tion in question, believing that a full 
knowledge of the facts will convince any 
fair-minded man that the board's ac- 
tion is undeserving of censure, but with 
pardonable pride, may we say, merits 
public approbation. 

“The criticism in question relates to 
the adoption of the third, fourth and fifth 
serles of the Lee readers, published by 
the American Book Company. The 


charge is that the book commission re- 
ceived bids from the American Book Com- 
pany to supply the Lee readers after the 
date fixed by public advertisement for the 
reception of bids. The specific charge is 
that it received a bid from the Americas 
Book Company to supply the third, 
fourth and fifth books of the Lee read- 
ers on November 30, and a later .bid 
which bore no date. dt is not charged 
that as a consequence of the alleged ir- 
regularity the public has suffered, for it 
is conceded that each bid was at a lower 
figure, and, of course, was to the public 
benefit. At most, if the charge is true, 
the action is open to criticism only as 
unfair to other competitors for book adop- 
tion. This board would not plead as a 
defense to any wrong even done a book 
company, that the public had been ben- 
éfited, for it does not believe that even 
a ublic officer can legally or morally 
defend a wrong done the humblest citl- 
zen by pleading that the public was ben- 
efited thereby. The beard, however, un- 
dertook the work of adopting school 
books with the avewed purpose of get- 
ting the best books at the lowest possible 
prices, and determined. as it conceived to 
be its duty, to use all honorable, fair and 
legal means to accomplish that end. It 
emphatically denies, therefore, that it 
wronged anw other book company in the 
course pursued in the adoption of the 
Lee readers in question. The Lee readers 
consisted of the first, second, third, fourth 
and fifth books. There were other com- 
petitors besides the graded literature pub- 
lished by the Maynard, Merril] Company, 
consisting of the first, second, third, 
fourth and fifth books, but it is unneces- 
sary to name the other competitors, ’in 
that the criticism is confined to the ac- 
tion of the board relative to these two 
companies. Graded literaure published 
by the Maynard, Merrill Company was 
put in the A class by the subcommission 
as a whole. The Lee readers, published 
by the American Book Company. were 
put in the A class by only three of the 
subcommision, two of them putting these 
readers in the B class. The classifica- 
tion was upon them as a whole. The 
technical or pedagogical feature of the 
books as applied to both series is confined 
in the main to the first and second books. 
respectively, while the third, fourth and 
fifth books of both series were made up 
largely of ‘‘selections from prominent au- 
thors.”’ The commission recognized the 
superior wisdom of the subcOmmission in 
dealing with the technical features of 
the books and unanimously followed the 
recommendation of the subcommission 
and adopted the first and second books 
of graded literature. The commission 
believed that it was as capable as the 
subcommision, and this is said with the 
utmost respect, in grading and passing 
upon mere “selections from prominent 
authors,’ and since the third, fourth and 
fifth books of the Lee readers “‘contain- 
ed more literature from southern authors’ 
than the graded literature, and, as for 
that matter. more selections than was 
‘“oontained in all of the other books com- 
bined,’ this commission beHeved it was 
a patriotic duty which it owed to the 
people of this state, if it could procure 
the Lee readers at the same price. or 
less, than graded literature had been offer- 
to adopt the third, fourth and fifth 
books. These books were the books of 
our first chotce, commending themselves 
to our judgment and our patriotism for 
the reagon given, and we determined, if 
they could be procured at the same price 
as the. books offered by its competitor. 
to adopt them. We thereupon rejected 
the third, fourth and fifth Graded Litera- 
ture and all other books competing in that 
class, and tentatively adopted the third, 
fourth and fifth Lee readers. dependent 
upon our getting them at a reduced price, 
and had we falled to secure the conces- 
sion in price we would have been con. 
fronted with the proposition of rejecting 
that bid and readvertising for new bide. 
A representative of the commission wns 
directed to see the publishers of the Lee 
readers. and, as a result, it was reported 
to us that we could procure these books 
at the adopted prices, which prices are 
in fact lower than the third, fourth and 
fifth series of the Maynard, Merrill Com- 
pany’s Graded Literature. 
No Wrong Done Anyone. 
“Did we wrong the pubkehers of 
graded literatyre; if s°®, wherein? We 
had formally rejected their bids. They 
were no longer in it. We had the right 
to reject any and all bids, a right given 


'us by the act creating the commission.

Has ceught the taste of the most exacting. 
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The exercise of this right to reject these 
bids put them out of the competition 
and left the books which the commission 
thought best adapted to use in the 
schools. We venture the assertion that 
no lawyer of repute in Georgia who will 
read the act will deny the board had 
the right to reject these bids. Did we 
60 transcend our authority after reject- 
ing all of the bids, except one, to get 
from that one a better price for the 
eople of this state, than the original 

id? We certainly did not. 

“Whom, therefore, has the commts- 
sion wronged? Not the public, because 
it is conceded by our critic that the pub- 
lic was largely benefited by the, action 
complained of. Did we act unfairly to- 
ward the other book companies in se- 
curing a lower price from the publisher 
whose book we desired, after first hav- 
ing rejected the bids of all other compet- 
itors? The only semblance for criticism 
is that we should have given the other 
concernds an opportunity to make an- 
other bid. But why go through that for- 
mality when the commission had made 
up its mind that the Lee readers, for 
the reasons named, were the books it 
desired to be adopted. 

‘The alleged bid, now among the pa- 
pers of the secretary of state, and bear- 
ing date November 30, was not read or 
considered by the board. The bid crit- 
icised as bearing ‘no date’ was like- 
wise not read or considered by the 
board. After the tentative- adoption of 
these readers one of the members sug- 
gested that some one see the cOmpany 
and get in writing the lowest prices at 
which the books should be contracted 
for, and before the final adoption it was 
stated to the board by this member 
that he had seen a representative of the 
company and that the prices named in 
the statement bearing ‘no date’ specified 
the price ¢ which the books would be 
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sold. The books were then finally adopt- 
ed. The paper, therefore, called the ‘no 
date’ bid, was not a bid at all, but mere- 
ly a statement of prices in writing which 
the board thought prudent to require, as 
covering the verbal agreement to sell 
the books at certain reduced prices. 

“This igs a full, frank and truthful 
statement of the transaction that has 
been heralded over the state as affecting 
the integrity of the book commission as 
public officers, and Teflecting Individ- 
ually upon the personal integrity of the 
members who constitufe that board. 
Our sinning, if it be euch, consists in 
over-zea] to faithfully serve the people 
whose servants we are. We owed to 
that public our first duty, and in full 
consciousness of that obligation we un- 
dertook to discharge the work. We owed 
nothing to the book companies except 
to see that they were justly and fairly 
treated; and as a result of our work 
the people have been benefited, and the 
book companies were not wronged. We 
confidently submit the issue to the fair 
and eandid judgment of honest Men 
every where. 

“The book commission repeats that it 
waz not responsible for the law creating 
the commission, nor for the act estah-

Emory is exceedingly anxious that ar- 
rangements may be perfected this year 
that wil] make it possible to meet both 
Tech and Mercer on the track, From 
comparative scores it would seem that 
Emory would have a slight advantage 
over Tech as Emory was beaten by Geor- 
gia last spring by 4 margin of 20 points, 
while the Blacksmiths were defeated by 
more than 30 points only a week later. 
But there are those who are inclined to 
put very little rellabllity upon compara- 
tive this instance since Coach 
Heisman taken Tech athietics 
hand. 

The material in college for a track team 
is excellent and with persistent training 
come very fast men should be developed. 
Fortunately there are only three old men 
who are not back this year. These are 
Murray, Boyd and Bishop. Hentz, the 
fastest mile runner in the state, Is back 
this vear as a senior, and will enter the 
quarter, half-mile and mile runs.

For 
the pole vault Crovatt and Johnson, who 
represented Emory in this event last 
vear, are back and will put forth every 
effort to add several inches to their rec- 
ords. With such a large number of old 
men for a nucleus and an abundant sup- 
ply of raw material to draw from, there 
seems at present no reason why ag win- 
ning team should not be presented this 
year. 

Within the next week or ten days the 
basket balf season will open up and some 
interesting games are assured, The sen- 
iors have the advantage over the other 
four classes in that every man who was 
on the team last vear that took the 
pennant is back this year and will go in 
this event this year with the determina- 
tion to win at any cost, The juniors were 
fortunate in returning all but one mem- 
ber of their last year's team and will 
endeavor to make things exceedingly 
lively for the seniors. The sophomores, 
freshmen and subfreshmen are unknown 
quantities this year, as there are a large 
number of new matriculates in these 
classes which will make it practically 
impossible to make any prediction as to 
their chances of taking the flag in this 
event. The influx of new men, however, 
will certainly enhance their chances of 
landing the coveted prize.

SOLDIERS MOVE 
ON REBEL FORT 


Battle at Santiago Will De- 
cide the Fate of San 
Domingo. 


Puerto Plata, Santa Domingo, January 
20.—Seven hundred government soldiers 
are on the march to Santiago, the rebel! 
Stronghold. It is believed this battle 
will be the most important of the Jim- 
inéz, revolution. The rebels are firmly 
intrenched iy their capital, and it is pre- 
Sumed they will make a desperate re- 
sistance. 

Details of the recapture of Puerto 
Plata a few days ago by the govern- 
ment forces show that the commander 
of an American war vessel in the har- 
bor practically managed the battle and 
that a fighting zone demarked by the 
commanders of the United States and 
British war ships was acepted by the 
contending forces. President Morales’ 
troops promptly respected the order to 
cease firing, although General Jiminez's 
forces when routed ran through the 
streets and continued to fire in all direc- 
tions. 

An American force, composed of eight 
men with the Stars:and Stripes, went to 
the firing Iine and d@manded a suspension 
of hostilities. The commander of the 
United States war ship then landed a 
force of 100 men and arranged for the 
surrender of the fort. The Americans 
disarmed the Jiminez forces and later 
turned over the fort to General Cespedes, 
in command of the government troops.

CYCLE RIDERS 
TO ASK CHANGE 


They Wish the L. A. W, 
To Conduct Bicycle 
Races. 


a 


At the next annual meeting of the 
League of American Wheelmen, which 
will probably be held in Boston, a pe- 
tition will be presented to the league by 
the most prominent professional riders 
in the country asking that this associa- 
tion again take charge of the bicycle 
racing of the United States. 

This action will be the result of the 
ill feeling which has for a long time 
existed between the bicycle riders and 
the promotors of the National Cycling 
Association, which at present controls 
professional racing. 


For several years past the riders have 
born with impatience the numerous rules 
introduced and carried in this associa- 
tion, which worked hardships upon them. 
It is believed by them that under the 
present rules the promoters have all the 
glory of the association and get all the 
money made in the cycling business, 
while the riders are obliged to be content 
with whatever is given them by the men 
who have charge of the races. | 

The riders also. believe that under pres- 
ent conditions the promoters have the 
power to make and unmake the reputa- 
tions of riders at will. Thus it is stated 
that the rules of the association will 
often require that all the racing of the 
season be done behind certain style of 
motors. Some rider, picked out by a 
promoter, will be supplied by him with 
the proper pace, and as the other riders 
are unable to supply themselves with the 
same kind of pace they will be obliged 
to use smaller motors to pace them, and 
as a result lose many races. 

About twenty years ago the League of 
Amerfcan Wheelmen had complete charge 
of all racing and under this regime rac- 
ing flourished. Afterwards there came a 
split, causing a division into two parts, 
the National Cycling Association taking 
especial control over racing, and the 
Léague of American Wheelmen having 
charge of the roads and the protection 
of riders while on the road. 

Walthour will very probably stand in 
with the riders on this matter and unite 
with them in their desire to place rac- 
ing once more in charge of the League 
of American Wheelmen, but he is more 
fortunately fixed than the rest of the 
cyclists, and is not personally concerned 
in the matter, as he will be supplied with 
the best motors in France.

PURE FOOD BILL _ 
PASSES HOUSE ~ 


Several Attempts ” To Amend. 
Hepburn Measure With- 
out Result. 


Washington, January 20—The house 
passed the Hepburn pure food bill teday 
in a rising vote of 20! to 68 A poll 
call on the bill could not be obtained. 
The amendment of yesterday inserting 
the word ‘willful’ referring to persons 
who sell adulterated or misbranded goods, 
and which would have compelled the gov<- 
ernment to prove intent to violate the law 
by the vendors was stricken out on a yea 
and nay vote in the house. Several et- 
tempts were made to amend the bill, but | 
no material changes were made. . 

The bill fixes the standards of foods 
and drugs as to their purity, strength and | 
character and defines what shall be pt 
sidered adulterations or misbranding of’ 
foods and drugs. It also prohibits itnter- ; 
state commerce, {mportation and exporta— 
tion of such misbranded or adulterated 
articles. It is proposed to enlarge the, 
scope of the bureau of chemistry fo in- | 
clude the bureasw of foods and impose, 
wpon it the duty of performing all chem- 
ical work for the other. executive de- | 
partments. This bureauewlll be charged 
with the duty of inspecting food and drug 
products which belong to interstate or 
foreign commerce. The secretary of agri- 
culture is given awthority to employ 
such chemists, inspectors, clerks and la- 
borers as may be necessary for the en- 
forcement of the act.

FAIRLY ACTIVE 


Strength Was Fitfal and Spotty and 
Viewed with Suspicion. 


LONDON WAS A FREE SELLER 


Offerings Proved Troublesome To 
Absorb, Causing a Decisive Re- 
action—Advanced Later and 
Ciosed Irregular, Slight- 
ly Below the Best. 


New York, January 20.—There was 2 
fair degree of activity maintained in to- 
day's stock market and some show cf 
strength, but the strength was fitful and 
spotty, and the market was viewed with 
Some degree of suspicion by a large ele- 
ment of the traders on the floor. ‘The 
upward tendency of prices met with some 
positive obstacles, and the character of 
some of the devices used to stimulate an 
upward movement aroused scepticism 
and had an tnfavorable effect on sentli- 
ment contrary to their purpose. In spite 
of the higher range of prices sent over 
from London this morning and a much 
more cheerful view of the chances of 
peace from these, concisely expressed in 
the decline of war risks for marine in- 
Surance,/ there was free London gelling 
in New York, which proved troublesome 
to absorb. This seems to have been due 
to a renewal of a war scare in London 
after our market opened. It affected 
wheat as well, but did not interrupt the 
process of new high-record making in 
the cotton market. After the decisive 
reaction from this cause prices picked up 
again, when it became known that North- 
ern Securities had been lifted over $ 
points in the curb market on the circu-
